On 
motion of Mr. Hildreth of Allenstown, James G. Fellows of 
Pembroke, was elected County Auditor, for the ensuing two 
years.

STATE Housz, Concorp, N. H., Aug. 13, 1885. 


The Convention was called to order by the chairman. Mr. 
Daniels from the committee appointed to investigate the water 
supply and woodshed accommodations at the county farm, 
read the following report, which was accepted: 
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The committee instructed to visit the county farm and in- 
vestigate the matter of a water supply, would report: that the 
present supply is muddy and otherwise impure, and entirely 
inadequate for sanitary and other uses. The brook from 
which the water is taken has been dry for nearly a month the 
present year. In 1883, it was dry five months, at such times 
water is carried in pails to the top of the farm house to 
cleanse the water closets. The delegation can understand 
from this alone, that a better supply of water is an imperative 
necessity. The committee suggest, that the delegation in- 
struct the county commissioners to take water from Glines’ 
Brook, which will afford an abundant supply of excellent 
water, the amount to be expended for the same, not to exceed 
$3,000. Also, that the commissioners be permitted to erect 
a woodshed of such dimensions, as necessity demands, the 
amount to be expended for the same not to exceed $600.

On motion of Mr. Peabody, it was voted to authorize and 
instruct the county commissioners to expend a sum, not ex- 
ceeding $3,000, for the purpose of supplying the county farm 
buildings with water from Glines’ Brook, and that the sum of 
$3,000 be, and the same hereby is appropriated for that pur- 
pose. 

On motion of Mr. Peabody, voted to authorize the county 
commissioners to erect a woodshed at the county farm, at a 
cost of not more than $600, and that the sum of $600 be, 
and the same hereby is appropriated for that purpose. 

On motion, convention adjourned.

FARM. 


A woodshed 30 by 120 feet was built east of the boiler 
house, costing $940, capacity 375 cords. The convention of 
1885 appropriated $600 for a.building 100 by 30 feet. Increase 
of cost over estimates is accounted for by additional length of 
building and expense of foundation, which is of stone, and an 
average hight of 11 feet. 

All necessary repairs of steam, and water-works, buildings, 
and farm implements, have been attended to by the superin- 
tendent, Neal, and farmer Ray. A new and improved port- 
able oven with revolving shelves, built by Clark & Haynes, of 
Franklin Falls, takes the place of the old one, and is highly 
appreciated by the cook, for convenience and uniform work. 
The water motor, for running a sewing machine, does excellent 
work. Sewerage, at some seasons of the year, has been a 
source of complaint, especially by flowing on the railroad in 
winter. ‘To remedy this a to-inch pipe was laid to the river. 
In summer sewerage can be used, as formerly, for a fertilizer. 
Your commissioners and superintendent for the past four 
years have recognized the importance of placing in good 
homes all children that have no relatives or friends that are 
competent to aid them in a proper manner. In this work our 
matron, Mrs. Neal, and her assistants have rendered valuable 
service by teaching them habits of industry and morality. A 
statement of the number of children at the commencement of 
each of the four years, shows the success of this management. 
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July 1st, 1883, there were at the farm, boys and girls less than 
17 years of age, 36; May rst, 1884, 23; May rst, 1885, 14; 
in 1886, 19; in 1887, 4. Two of these are boys whose men- 
tal faculties are such that they for the present must be cared 
for at the expense of the county. ‘T’wo infants, whose mother 
at times is violently insane, are objects for charitable consider- 
ation. 

All connected with the management at the county farm 
have our thanks for the able and efficient manner in which 
their duties have been performed.

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These cases have been disposed of on pleas acknowledging 
guilt, except as follows: 

‘The respondents in three of the cases have been out of the 
state, and their location is unknown. Six of the indictments 
have been continued to the October term, 1887, five of them 
being continued on account of sickness of the respondents or 
of material witnesses for the state. 

The liquor indictments have been disposed of as follows: 
Whole number of liquor indictments, 40. ‘Two have been 
continued on account of the dangerous illness of the respond- 


ee 


ent. Two of the respondents ran away before they were 
indicted and consequently have not been arraigned. One 
indictment against Mary Rooney was tried, and the jury disa- 
greed. The case was therefore zol pros’'d. Two of the 
indictments were held to be defective by the court, and two 
indictments are now before the law term on a motion to quash 
them. The court at the trial term refused to quash and the 
question was reserved. 

In the remaining 31 cases, the respondents have paid fines 
and costs in full for the offenses charged against them, and no 
settlement has been made in any of the cases for less than the 
full penalty prescribed by law for the offense charged. 

During the year there have been six appeals entered in the 
supreme court. No disposition has yet been made of them. 
Three cases have been tried by the jury during the year. In 
the case, State v. Rooney, already mentioned the jury dis- 
agreed. In State v. Geo. W. Ela, for cruelty to animals, the 
jury disagreed, and the State v John White, for burglary, the 
respondent was convicted and sentenced to five years in State 
Prison. 

There are no civil cases pending at the present time in 
which the county is interested as a party.

PHYSICIAN'S REPORD 


To the Commissioners of Merrimack County: 


During the year, since my last report there has been thirteen 
deaths and one birth at the county farm. The long severe 
winter was very exhausting to the vitality of elderly people. 
I think it would be difficult to find through the county, an 
equal number of elderly people, who were ‘more free from 
sickness caused by climatic changes and severe cold. There 
has been quite a number of sudden deaths from apoplexy, 
paralysis and organic heart disease. 

There has been one fatal case of pulmonary consumption. 
The only severely sick child has been a little girl with mem- 
braneous croup. The little one was brought safely through 
this dangerous disease by the diligent and careful nursing of 
those who had her in charge. The almost unanimous testi- 
mony of the sick has been confirmatory of my own observa- 
tion, that the sick have had enough good food, and careful 
nursing. The sanitary condition of the building is good, and 
the abundant supply of water now furnished is very important 
for cleanliness and good hygiene. 

It is a matter of great satisfaction to me, that during the 
two vears I have been physician at the county farm, my rela- 
tions with you and with those having: charge of the inmates, 
have been so uniformly pleasant, and I take this opportunity 
for thanking you for the great courtesy I have received at your 
hands.

The health of the prisoners has been remarkably good since 
the date of the last report, colds, coughs, and sore throats 
being the chief ailments needing attention. No deaths have 
occurred in the institution during the year. John A. Green- 
wood, a United States prisoner confined in the county jail, 
attempted suicide by cutting his throat, on the 12th day of 
October, 1886, but, after a tedious illness, he recovered. 

The commissioners and jailer have worked together har- 
moniously in the matter of sanitary regulations; tie food has 
been abundant and wholesome, and the discipline firm and 
humane. I know of no changes demanded in the interests of 
the physical welfare of the inmates, and feel sure that so long 
as the present policy is continued, no unusual sickness is to be 
apprehended among them.
